President Rejects Education-Health Money Bill

WASHINGTON (AP)- With a 
dramatic and unprecedented 
televised veto, President Nixon 
has rejected a budget-boosting 
$19.7 billion education- health 
money bill, warning "we can 
spend ourselves poor." 
Nixon told the national radio- 
TV audience Monday night the 
appropriation though political- 
ly popular was "the wrong a- 


mount for the wrong purpose 
and at the wrong time." 
"The issue," the President 
said during 
the 11-minute 


speech, "Is not whether some 
of us are for education and 
health and others against it 
. . . The question ls: How 
much can the federal govern- 
ment afford to spend on these 
programs this year?" 
Then, after listing the reasons 


he said counted against the ap- 
propriation that exceeded his 
recommendations by $1.26 bil- 
lion, Nixon, with the TV earner a 
focused tightly on his right 
hand, signed the veto message 
— the first of his administra- 
tion. 
Never before had a President 
wielded his vet open before tele - 
vision cameras. And it seemed 
unlikely any bill ever had made 


so swift a round trip between 
Capitol Hill and 
the 
White 


House — less than a day. 


In reaching past the Demo- 
cratic-controlled congress to 
argue his case before the na- 
tion, Nixon assured a White 
House-Capitol Hill showdown. 
The confrontation has been 
building for more than a month, 
since Congress first defied Nix- 
on protests and fashioned the 


$19.7 billion appropriation for 
the departments of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, Labor and 
the Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity.

which settled a side Issue by 
voice vote and rushed the con- 
tested appropriation on to the 
President. 
Nixon's retort was swift. 


As he has from the beginning* 


Nixon called the appropriation 
Inflationary. And as they have 
from the beginning, Democrats 
insisted it is not. 
Former Vice President Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey restated a 
Democratic 
contention 
that 


Congress actually cut the Nixon 
budget by $5 billion, even count- 
ing the increased health and 
education spending. Humphrey 


said 
the 
appropriation "Is 


clearly not inflationary,'' and 
urged Congress to override the 
veto. 
It will take a two-thirds veto 
in both the House and Senate to 
override Nixon. The first try 
will be Wednesday in the House, 
which originated the bill. 


The administration needs 145 
House votes to sustain the veto. 
House Republican Leader Ger- 


ald R. Ford of Michigan said 
the American people want It 
that way. He said Nixon had 
presented them a convincing 
case. 
Democrats rate their chances 
of overriding Nixon better in the 
Senate — if the issue ever gets 
there.

sary because of the prolonged 
illness of Sherry's mother, Jane 
O'Leary, who will enter Uni- 
versity of California Hospital 
Feb. 1 for tests and possible 
surgery.

'Leary assisted with the added 
expenses of keeping Frill, by 
working In an olive plant.

Third Round Vietnam 
Troop Withdrawals 
Begins Tomorrow 


SAIGON (AP)— 
The with- 


drawal of 50,000 more Amer- 
ican troops from Vietnam will 
begin tomorrow, the U.S.Com- 
mand said today, with the de- 
parture from Da Nang of some 
Marine aviators and fighter - 
bombers. By Sunday, 3,000 
Marines from 19 different units 
will be gone. 
The third round of withdraw- 
als ordered by President Nixon 
is scheduled to be completed by 
April 15 and will reduce the 
celling on U. S. troop strength 
in Vietnam to 434,000 men. 
The main units being with- 


drawn this week are Fighter At- 
tack Squadron 542 and Attack 
Squadron 223. They will go to • 
the Marine Air Base at El Toro, 
Calif. Heavy Helicopter Squad- 
ron 361 is being returned to 
Santa Ana, and the 3rd Am- 
phibious Track Vehicle Battal- 
ion to camp Pendleton. 
The rest of the Marines will 
go to Camp Pendleton, and 11 of 
their units will be deactivated. 
There was no word or when 
the major combat units in the 
withdrawal — the 1st Infantry 
Division, the 26th Marine Regi- 
ment and the 3rd Brigade of the 
4th Infantry Division — would 
begin pulling out. They probably 
will remain until after the festi- 
val of lunar new year, Feb. 6-8.

Third Round Vietnam

SAIGON (AP)— 
The with­ 
drawal of 50,000 more Amer­ 
ican troops from Vietnam will 
begin tomorrow, the U.S.Com­ 
mand said today, with the de­ 
parture from Da Nang of some 
Marine aviators and fighter- 
bombers. 
By Sunday, 
3,000 
Marines from 19 different units 
will be gone. 
The third round of withdraw­ 
als ordered by President Nixon 
is scheduled to be completed by 
April 15 and will reduce the 
ceiling on U. S. troop strength 
in Vietnam to 434,000 men. 
The main units being with­ 
drawn this week are Fighter At­ 
tack Squadron 542 and Attack 
Squadron 223.

SAIGON (A P)- 
The with­ 
drawal of 50,000 more Amer­ 
ican troops from Vietnam will 
begin tomorrow, the U.S.Com­ 
mand said today, with the de­ 
parture from Da Nang of some 
Marine aviators and fighter- 
bombers. 
By Sunday, 
3,'000 
Mar ines from 19 different units 
will be gone. 
The third round of withdraw­ 
als ordered by President Nixon 
Is scheduled to be completed by 
April 15 and will reduce the 
celling on U. S. troop strength 
to Vietnam to 434,000 men. 
The main units being with­ 
drawn this week are Fighter At­ 
tack Squadron 542 and Attack 
Squadron 223. They will go to 
the Marine Air Base at El Toro, 
Calif. Heavy Helicopter Squad­ 
ron 361 is being returned to 
Santa Ana, and the 3rd Am­ 
phibious Track Vehicle Battal­ 
ion to Camp Pendleton. 
The rest of the Marines will 
go to Camp Pendleton, and 11 of 
their units will be deactivated. 
There was no word on when 
the major combat units in the 
withdrawal — the 1st Infantry 
Division, the 26th Marine Regi­ 
ment and the 3rd Brigade of the 
4th Infantry Division — would 
begin pulling out. They probably 
will remain until after the festi­ 
val of lunar' new year, Feb, 6-8.

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A Prosperous, Stable Mexico 


A tragic event in Mexico calls attention, by ironic contrast, 


to something Americans — norttMtf4he4>order Yanqul Americans 
— can be happy about. 
Death of 14 newsmen in a campaign 


tour plane reminds us that Mexico is preparing for a presidential 
election, and unlike in years now long past, there is every Indica- 
tion that it will be a peaceful election and stable government will 
continue. 


Moreover, the candidate almost certain to be elected is a 48- 


year-old lawyer, graduate of the University of Mexico's National 
School of Jurisprudence, whose international Interest is indicated 
by the topic of his graduation thesis; "The Balance of Power and 
the League of Nations." 


He is Luis Echeverrla Alvarez, minister of the interior under 


the current president, Gustavo Diaz Ordaz, and candidate of the 
leading Institutional Revolutionary Party. He has been a college 
professor, magazine publisher and has held five posts in all in 
the Mexican government. 


Attorney Echeverria is not particularly noted for being pro- 


American, but neither is he known as anti -American. In his speech 
accepting the nomination of his party he lauded the work of Diaz 
Ordaz, with whom the United States has enjoyed most friendly 
relations. He makes it plain that control of Mexican industry by 
Americans will not be tolerated, but he does not rule out all United 
States investment. "We believe that capital from abroad must be 
complementary to our own resources," he declared. 


That Is no doubt more restrictive than most Americans would 


like. But it holds hope for a prosperous, stable Mexico. In the long 
run, that may be the one thing that will benefit North Americans 
most. 


Togetherness Is Better 


With the expressed purpose of involving young people more 


fully In all its operations, the National Council of Churches 
has announced plans to eliminate its youth department and 
spread participation of the young members throughout the organi- 
zation. The step is being taken by the council's general board, 
meeting at Tulsa, Okla., and representing 33 denominations with 
a total of 44 million members. 


In addition to discontinuing the separate youth organization, 


the council named a special youth officer and a watch-dog 
committee* made up mostly of young persons to encourage 
youth Involvement in its various activities. Further, new rules 
require that each of the four major program boards include 
at least 10 persons under the age of 27. 


That is an orientation that might well be followed by other 


organizations. The less compartroentaUzation of the total popu- 
lation the better — youth groups, women's groups, senior 
citizens — except as Is beneficial for some specific purpose. 
In the broader fields of religion and politics, and even in many 
types of entertainment and recreation, togetherness is better.

WASHINGTON -Therespect- 
ed name of House GOP lead- 
er Gerald Ford has been caught 
up in the investigation of fix- 
er Nathan Voloshen and House 
aide Martin Swelg. 
The two wheeler-dealers have 
been indicted by a New York 
grand jury for using Speaker 
John McCormack's office for 
influence peddling. This column 
has now learned that a third 
member of their flxlt team, 
Robert Wlnterberger, operated 
occasionally out of Ford's of- 
fice. 
Winterberger has avoided pro- 
secution by cooperating with 
the grand jury. He Is expected 
to appear as a government wit- 
ness against Voloshen and Sweig 
at their trial. 
Early in the investigation, As- 
sistant Attorney General Will 
Wilson, who runs the Justice 
Department's Criminal Divi- 
sion, paid a secret call upon 
Ford to question him about Win- 
terberger. 


The GOP leader, who will suc- 
ceed Speaker John McCormack 
if the Republicans should win 
control of the House in Novem- 
ber, acknowledged to this col- 
umn 
that Winterberger had 


dropped by his office occasion- 
ally but denied any knowledge 
of wrongdoing. 
Ford said he had turned Win- 


terberger over to his adminis- 
trative assistant, Frank Meyer, 
who had made some "routine" 
inquiries such as "any con- 
gressional office would have 
done" for him. 
Ford also recalled that Win- 


terberger had come to his off ice 
"well 
recommended," but 


couldn't 
remember who had 


recommended him. 
No one who knows Jerry Ford 
believes 
he would allow his 


name to be used by an influence 
-peddling ring. But in the back- 
slapping, 
back- scratching, 


favor-swapping environment on 
Capitol Hill, it is easy for a con 
man to take advantage of a Con- 
gressman's potent name. 


Note; Winterberger was in- 
volved with Voloshen in a few 
alleged fixes, 
including the 


skillful shakedown of convict- 
ed embezzler Eddie Gilbert. 
Federal authorities told this 
column that Winterberger had 
been "moderately helpful" in 
building the case against Volo- 
shen and Sweig. 


UNLIKELY REMBRANDT 
Secretary of Commerce Maur- 
ice Stans, hotshot big game hun- 
ter and investment banker, is 
now trying to become the Rem- 
brandt of the Nixon Cabinet. 


To the distress of artists at the 
Commerce Department, he has 
personally redesigned all of the 
department's publications. 
For years, Commerce's art

MESSAGE FROM VIETNAM 


On the eve of another Tet, 


North Vietnam again is gearing 
up Us military machine in the 
South. 
The infiltration rate down the 
Ho Chi Minn network of trails 
from North to South Vietnam 
is carefully monitored by elec- 
tronic sensors planted along 
the 
trails, 
reconnaissance 


planes loaded with sophisti- 
cated surveillance equipment, 
and behind-the-lines 
obser- 


vation teams known as the "gray 
ghosts." 
Last month, close to 15,000 
trucks were counted moving war 
supplies southward. The North 
Vietnamese have also installed 
anti-aircraft guns along the in- 
filtration routes to fight off 
American bombers. Thus, while 
the bombing of the supply col- 
umns has been Intensified, the 
North Vietnamese have been 
able to keep the supplies mov- 
ing down the trails, both day 
and night. 


The enemy build-up has been 
greatest at the two ends of South 
Vietnam — in the rain forests 
of the North and the Mekong 
delta in the South. 


Most 
intelligence experts 


doubt that the Communists in- 
tend to launch another Tet of- 
fensive. One theory is that the 
Communists merely are build- 
ing up their capability for bar- 
gaining purposes at the Paris 
truce table. The majority opin- 
ion, however, is that the enemy 
will strike hard to inflict heavy 
losses on the South Vietnamese, 
thereby disrupting President 
Nixon's Vietnamtzation of the 
war and impressing upon the 
American people that the war 
will continue until the U. S. 
pulls out. 


ASTRONAUTS' MORALE LOW 
The cutbacks in the space pro- 
gram have caused a serious 
morale problem among astron- 
auts. Because of the expected 
budget cuts, no more manned 
flights are scheduled after 1974. 
This 
means there are now 


more astronauts than can pos- 
sibly be crowded into the avail- 
able spaceships. And astron- 
auts, who have gone th'-o'igh the 
intense training for space flight, 
are worried that they may never . 
get a chance to fly in space. 


It'll Take Another Five Years 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
The 


Justice Department figures it 
will take another five years be- 
fore the government settles ac- 
counts with Indian tribes for 
broken treaties and promises 
and land taken without compen- 
sation. 


Since 1946, a total of $313 mil- 
lion has been awarded to re- 
solve claims — some as old as 
the Republic —in all sections of 
the country, officials reported 
today, but there are still more 
.than 300 cases outstanding. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Shlro Kashi- 


wa, a former Hawaii attorney 
general who heads the depart- 
ment's division of lands and 
natural resources, explained 
that "U takes a long time to 
i n v e s t i g a t e 
and process 


claims." 
For example, Kashiwa said, 
"we have to appraise the value 
of land, say In 1818, and this 
takes a lot of tracing through 
old "record books." 
The 20 attorneys in Kashiwa's 
Indian claims section handled 
23 cases in 1969, resulting In 
awards totaling J27 million to 
various tribes.

I was particularly aware of 


her insight, because only ten 
daya ago I removed part of a 
spring from the esophagus of 
a small child who had swal- 
lowed it. 
The spring had 


come from a poorly made doll. 
This mother had overlooked 
the danger of the toy and 
had forgotten for the moment 
a child's impulse to put any- 
thing in her mouth. 


All 
toys 
are 
carefully 


screened by the manufactur- 
ers in an effort to insure 
safety to the user and to 
those who surround him. De- 
spite this, accidents do occur, 
because "not so obvious" dan- 
gers may be present. 


Every toy, every 
"safe" 


pellet-shooting gun must be 
inspected with the discerning 
eye of a detective, if the fun 
of possession is to be freed 
of hazards. Ask younelf the 
simple question, "How does 
this toy m into the safety 
of our household" and you 
will spare younelf the un- 
necessary heartache of won- 
dering how you could have 
mlesed its danger.

A tragic event in Mexico ca lls attention, by ironic contrast, 
to something Am ericans — north«of»the»border Yanqui Am ericans 
— 
can be happy about. 
Death of 14 newsmen In a campaign 
tour plane rem inds us that M exico is preparing for a presidential 
election, and unlike in years now long past, there is every Indica­ 
tion that it w ill be a peaceful election and stable government w ill 
continue. 


M oreover, the candidate alm ost certain to be elected is a 48- 
year-old law yer, graduate of the University of M exico’s National 
School of Jurisprudence, whose International interest is indicated 
by the topic of his graduation thesis: “ The Balance of Power and 
the League of Nations.” 


He Is Lu is Ech e ve rría A lvarez , m inister of the interior under 
the current president, Gustavo Diaz Ordaz, and candidate of the 
leading Institutional Revolutionary Party. He has been a college 
professor, magazine publisher and has held five posts in all in 
the Mexican government. 


Attorney E ch e ve rría is not particularly noted for being pro- 


Am erican, but neither is he known as anti-Am erican. In his speech 
accepting the nomination of his party he lauded the work of Diaz 
Ordaz, with whom the United States has enjoyed most friendly 
relations. He makes it plain that control of Mexican industry by 
Am ericans w ill not be tolerated, but he does not rule out all United 
States Investment. “ W e believe that capital from abroad must be 
complementary to our own reso u rces,” he declared. 


That Is no doubt more re strictive than most Am ericans would 
like. But it holds hope for a prosperous, stable Mexico. In the long 
run, that may be the one thing that w ill benefit North Am ericans 
most. 


Togetherness Is Better 


W ith the expressed purpose of involving young people more 
fully 
in all its operations, the National Council of Churches 
has 
announced plans to elim inate Its youth department and 
spread participation of the young members throughout the organi­ 
zation. The step is being taken by the council's general board, 
meeting at Tulsa, Okla., and representing 33 denominations with 
a total of 44 m illion members. 


In addition to discontinuing the separate youth organization, 
the 
council 
named 
a special 
youth officer and a watch-dog 
committee* made 
up 
mostly 
of young persons to encourage 
youth involvement in Its various activities. Fu rth er, new rules 
require that each of the four major program boards include 
at least 10 persons under the age of 27. 


That Is an orientation that might well be followed by other 
organizations. The less compartmentalization of the total popu*

better 
— 
youth 
groups, women's groups, senior 
citizens — except as is beneficial for some specific purpose. 
In the broader fields of religion and politics, and even in many 
types erf entertainment and recreation, togetherness is better.

E a rly in the investigation, A s ­ 
sistant Attorney General W ill 
W ilson, who runs the Ju stice 
Department’s 
Crim inal D iv i­ 
sion, paid a secret call upon 
Ford to question him about W in ­ 
terberger. 
The GOP leader, whowill su c­ 
ceed Speaker John McCorm ack 
if the Republicans should win 
control of the House in Novem ­ 
ber, acknowledged to this c o l­ 
umn 
that W interlierger had 
dropped by his office occasion­ 
ally but denied any knowledge 
of wrongdoing. 
Ford said he had turned W in ­ 
terberger over to his adm inis­ 
trative assistant, Frank M eyer, 
who had made some “ routine” 
inquiries 
such as “ any con • 
gressional 
office would have 
done” for him. 
Fo rd also recalled that W in- 
terl»erger had come to his office 
“ well 
recommended,”

The infiltration rate down the 
Ho Chi Minh network of trails 
from North to South Vietnam 
is carefully monitored by elec­ 
tronic 
sensors planted along 
the 
tra ils , 
reconnaissance 
planes 
loaded with sophisti­ 
cated surveillance equipment, 
and behind-the-lines 
obser­ 
vation teams known as the “ gray 
ghosts.” 
Last month, close to 15,000 
trucks were counted moving w ar 
supplies southward. The North 
Vietnamese have also installed 
anti-aircraft guns along the in ­

routes to fight off 
American bombers. Thus, while 
the bombing of the supply co l­ 
umns has been intensified, the 
North Vietnam ese 
have been 
able to keep the supplies m ov­ 
ing down the tra ils , both 
day 
and night. 


The enemy build-up has been 
greatest at the twoei.ds ofSouth 
Vietnam — in the rain forests 
of the North and the Mekong 
delta in the South. 
Most 
intelligence e x p e r t s 
doubt that the Communists in­ 
tend to launch another Tet of­ 
fensive. One theory is that the 
Communists m erely are build­ 
ing up their capability for bar­ 
gaining purposes at the P a ris 
truce table. The m ajority opin­ 
ion, however, is that the enemy 
w ill strike hard to inflict heavy 
losses on the South Vietnamese, 
thereby 
disrupting 
President 
Nixon’s Vietiiam lzation of the 
war and impressing upon the 
Am erican 
people that the war 
w ill 
continue until the U . S. 
pulls out. 


A STRO N A U TS’ M O R A LE LO W 
The cutbacks in the space p ro ­ 
gram have caused 
a serious 
morale problem among astron­ 
auts. Because of the expected 
budget cuts, no more manned 
flights are scheduled after 1974. 
This 
means 
there are now 
more astronauts than can pos­ 
sibly be crowded into the a v a il­ 
able spaceships. And astron­ 
auts, who have gone though the 
intense training for space flight, 
are w orried that they may never 
get a chance to fly in space.

Gonsalves has failed in the 
past to get the legislature to 
put his proposal on the ballot. 
He needs 520,276 signatures by 
May 27 to make it in Novem- 
ber.

GOP leaders in the legislature 
are working out a comprehen- 


sive tax reform plan that could 
go Into effect without a vote of 
the electorate. 
Capitol sources indicate the 
program would offer up to $1 
billion in reduced property tax 
burdens on homeowners, with 
special help for low income 
persons. 
The loss in revenue would be 
made up through higher Income 
and sales taxes, closing of some 
tax loopholes and by the state 
taking over some services from 
counties, such as part of the 
welfare programs.

Instructions For 
Disinfecting 
Flooded Wells 


Emergency disinfection pro- 


cedure for flooded wells was 
outlined today by John V. Scott, 
county sanitarian. 


This is the procedure: 
1. Clean the well of mud and 


debris. 


2. Pump well until water is 


is clear. 


3. Add to the well, one quart 


of household bleach such 
as Clorox, Purex, Sani- 
clor. 


4. Turn on all faucets until 


you smell the chlorine in 
the water. 


5. Turn off faucets and let 


water stand for 12 to 24 
hours. 


6. Pump out well again until 


odor and taste of chlorine 
has disappeared.

Present Inflation May Sfem 
From Past Budget Imbalance

NEW YORK (AP) — It may 
be, as President Nixon suggest* 
ed in his State of the Union mes- 
sage, that present 
inflation 


stems from past imbalances in 
federal budgets, but wasn't that 
a long, long time ago? 
Regardless of who is to blame 
for the present economic imbal- 
ance, the President has the 
unenviable distinction of presid- 
ing over a nation whose rate of 
inflation 12 months after he took 
office nearly equaled that of Ar- 
gentina. 
This nation long has scorned 


the economics of Latin Ameri- 
ca, mainly because its nations, 
and underdeveloped lands else- 
where, sometimes succumbed 
to the temptation of seeking 
growth through inflation. 


Their experiences have been a 
lesson to many of these nations. 
Business investment stagnated, 
foreign debts became oppres- 
sive, speculation ran rampant. 
Even governments were over* 
thrown before inflation was de- 
throned. 
In the decade of the 1960s Ar. 


gentina's inflation averaged 23 
per cent a year, but by 1969 it 
had reduced the rate to 7.2 per 
cent. By coincidence, that is the 
same rate at which consumer 
Inflation reducedAmericanbuy. 
ing power last month. 


The comparison led one large 
international bank to comment 
in a publication for its corporate 
customers and correspondents 
banks: 
"While 
opinions in Latin 


America and Europe are turn, 
ing away from inflation as a 
way of economic life, the atti- 
tudes of many people in the 
United States — outside of key 
administration officials — are 
going the opposite way." 


If this is so, the challenge to 
the nation is clear, and judging 
by its determination to uproot 
the 
inflationary 
psychology 


through controls on spending, 
the government feels it is doing 
its share. 


A restless feeling seems to be 
growing among critics.howev- 
er, a hope that something other 
than a frontal assault might be 
considered by the administra- 
tion in view of the fact that afU 
er 12 months of effort inflation 


is as hot as ever. 
Are there methods of dealing 


with inflation, they ask, other 
than to balance the budget and 
made, money difficult to obtain? 
Is there an alternative to push- 
ing the country headlong over 
the precipice of recession? 
It is possible that government 
policy actually Is fueling infla- 
tion? 
Is the soaring cost of 


shelter, for example, directly 
related to measures that have 
slowed the pace of housing con- 
struction? 
Isn't there something to be 
learned by studying the market 
performance of key industries 
over the past decade or so and 
attempting to deal with these 
separately? 
The soaring cost of medical 
care — up about 25 per cent in 
five years—is one of the more 
obvious instances of an area of 
the economy that is unlikely to 
respond to conventional anti-in- 
nation measures. 


The answer is undoubtedly 
complex, but the possibility that 
inflation will continue in medi- 
cal services seems to be sup. 
gested by the inadequate num.

And it would 
lim it the local tax rate on homes 
to $1 for each $100 of assess­ 
ed valuation, or about $50 a year 
on a $20,000 home. 
Gonsalves has failed in the 
past to get the legislature to 
put his proposal on the ballot. 
He needs 520,275 signatures by 
May 27 to make it in Novem­ 
ber. 
Republican 
Gov. Reagan and 
GOP leaders in the legislature 
are working out a comprehen­ 


sive tax reform plan that could 
go into effect without a vote of 
the electorate. 
Capitol sources indicate the 
program would offer up to $1 
billion in reduced property tax 
burdens on homeowners, with 
special help for low income 
persons. 
The loss in revenue would be 
made up through higher income 
and sales taxes, closing of some 
tax loopholes and by the state 
taking over some services from 
counties, 
such 
as part of the 
welfare program s. 


That package is expected to go 
to the legislature by the end of 
the month. 
Another tax initiative could 
qualify for either the June or 
November 
ballots.

Emergency disinfection pro. 
cedure for flooded wells was 
outlined today by John V. Scott, 
county sanitarian.

1. Clean the well of mud and 
debris. 
2. Pump well until water is 
is clear. 
3. Add to the well, one quart 
of household bleach such 
as Clorox, Purex, Sani- 
clor. 
4. Turn on all faucets until 
you smell the chlorine in 
the w ater. 
5. Turn off faucets and let 
water stand for 12 to 24 
hours. 
6. Pump out well again until 
odor and taste of chlorine 
has disappeared.
